AGREEMENT ON GUIDANCE TO THE AD HOC GROUP ON MBFR STABILIZING

2. FULL TEXT OE GUIDANCE (DOCUMENT C-M(74)8 (EINAL) FOLLOWS: 
INTRODUCTION 

1. THE COUNCIL GUIDANCE ON STABILIZING MEASURES PROVIDED 
TO THE AD HOC GROUP ON 7TH DECEMBER, 1973 (C-M(73)123) STATED IN 
PARAGRAPH 1 THAT ANY DETAILED DISCUSSION OE THE EOUR STABILIZING 
MEASURES TABLED WOULD HAVE TO AWAIT FURTHER STUDIES AND AGREEMENT 
IN THE ALLIANCE. 

2. THE PRESENT GUIDANCE DEALS ONLY WITH THE DETAILED 
PROVISIONS EOR IMPLEMENTATION OF FOUR SPECIFIC MEASURES AS 
APPLIED TO US AND SOVIET FORCES. NO JUDGEMENT IS MADE AS TO: 

(A) WHETHER THESE OR OTHER MEASURES MIGHT BE APPLIED TO 
NON-US AND NON-SOVIET FORCES; 

(B) WHETHER THE PARTICULAR PROVISIONS SUGGESTED IN THIS 
REPORT WOULD REMAIN APPROPRIATE IF SOME OR ALL OF 
THESE FOUR MEASURES WERE APPLIED TO NON-US AND 
NON-SOVIET FORCES. 

IT IS RECOGNIZED THAT ON THE ALLIED SIDE, THERE ARE SOME 
DIFEERENCES BETWEEN THE CONSIDERATIONS AEFECTING THE 
APPLICATION OF STABILIZING MEASURES TO NON-US EORCES AND THOSE 
AFEECTING THEIR APPLICATION TO US EORCES. ANY PROPOSALS PUT 
FORWARD FOR STABILIZING MEASURES APPLICABLE TO US AND SOVIET 
FORCES IN THE FIRST PHASE SHOULD NOT THEREEORE CONSTITUTE A 
PRECEDENT. 

3. SECTIONS I TO IV OE THIS GUIDANCE MAY CONTAIN MORE 
DETAIL THAN THE ALLIED NEGOTIATORS MAY REQUIRE AT THIS 
PARTICULAR POINT. DRAWING ON THIS GUIDANCE, IT IS UP TO THE 

AD HOC GROUP TO INTRODUCE SUCH DETAIL INTO THE NEGOTIATIONS AS 
SECRET 
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IT SEES FIT FROM A TACTICAL POINT OF VIEW. 

4. IN PRESENTING AND NEGOTIATING THE EOUR STABILIZING 
MEASURES, THE ALLIED NEGOTIATORS SHOULD AVOID PRE- JUDGING THE 
RESULTS OF ON-GOING ALLIED CONSIDERATION AND STUDIES OF THE 
FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

(A) WHETHER THERE SHOULD BE OVERT INSPECTION, TO THE 
EXTENT REQUIRED, OE STABILIZING MEASURES; 

(B) WHETHER THE US AND USSR WOULD INVITE TO THEIR MAJOR 
EXERCISES ONLY SOVIET AND UNITED STATES OBSERVERS OR 
OBSERVERS FROM THE OTHER DIRECT PARTICIPANTS AS WELL; 
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(C) THE DETAILED PROVISIONS CONCERNING THE RIGHTS OE THE 
OBSERVERS IN CARRYING OUT THEIR FUNCTIONS; 

(D) THE POLITICAL AND LEGAL ASPECTS OE WITHDRAWAL EROM 
OR TERMINATION OE ANY AGREEMENT ON STABILIZING 
MEASURES(I); 

(E) LOCATION AND EXTENT OE "DEEINED GROUND TRAINING AREAS " 

AND THE MILITARY IMPLICATIONS OP EXEMPTING EXERCISES 

IN THESE AREAS FROM PRE- ANNOUNCEMENT AND LIMITATIONS. 

(A DRAPT LIST OP "DEEINED GROUND TRAINING AREAS" WILL 
BE PREPARED WITHIN THE ALLIANCE.) 

5. PARAGRAPHS 2 AND 3 OF THE COUNCIL GUIDANCE OF 
7TH DECEMBER, 1973 (C-M(73)I23) REMAIN VALID. IN PARTICULAR, THE 
AD HOC GROUP SHOULD BEAR IN MIND THE CLOSE CONNECTION BETWEEN 
THESE MEASURES AND MEASURES (I) AND (IV) IN PARAGRAPH 29 OP 
C-M(73)83(PINAL), WHICH ARE UNDER DETAILED STUDY IN NATO. IN 
THEIR INITIAL PRESENTATION ON THIS SUBJECT TO THE EAST, THEREFORE, 
ALLIED NEGOTIATORS SHOULD INCLUDE THE CONCEPT THAT POST REDUCTION 
US AND SOVIET PORCE LEVELS WILL HAVE TO BE RESPECTED, THAT THIS 
IN TURN WILL REQUIRE EXCEPTIONS POR SUCH PURPOSES AS EXERCISES 
AND ROTATIONS, AND CONSEQUENTLY THAT MOVEMENTS AND ACTIVITIES OP

IN THIS PRELIMINARY DISCUSSION, THE EOLLOWING 
VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED, AMONG OTHERS: UNDER SITUATIONS OF

6. THE US AND USSR WOULD UNDERTAKE TO PROVIDE TO ALL 
OTHER PARTIES TO THE AGREEMENT(I) THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS 
OR OTHER AGREED MEANS, NOT LATER THAN 1ST NOVEMBER OF EACH YEAR, 
A SCHEDULE OF CERTAIN ANTICIPATED MOVEMENTS OF THEIR ACTIVE DUTY 
GROUND FORCE PERSONNELAJNITS INTO AND OUT OF THE AREA FOR THE 
FOLLOWING CALENDAR YEAR. 



(1) IT IS ENVISAGED THAT ALL DIRECT PARTICIPANTS WOULD BE

14. THE US AND THE USSR WOULD UNDERTAKE TO PROVIDE ALL OTHER 
PARTIES TO THE AGREEMENT(2) THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS OR OTHER 
AGREED MENS WITH INFORMATION ON MAJOR MILITARY EXERCISES. 

15. A MAJOR MILITARY EXERCISE WOULD BE DEFINED AS THE 
DEPLOYMENT INTO OR WITHIN THE AREA OF A US OR SOVIET DIVISION 
FORCE OR MORE THAN 10,000 US OR SOVIET GROUND FORCE PERSONNEL 
IN UNITS OUTSDIE OF THEIR PERMANENT MILITARY GARRISONS AND 
OUTSIDE OF DEFINED GROUND TRAINING AREAS. THE TRAINING AREAS 
(SUCH AS GRAFENWOEHR, HOHENFELS AND THEIR EASTERN EQUIVALENTS)

OTHER (EXCLUDING EXERCISES LASTING LESS THAN 24 HOURS), 

IN THE AREA IN WHICH THE AGGREGATE GROUND FORCE 
ELEMENTS INVOLVED EXCEED 50,000 PERSONNEL; 

(B) NOT TO TAKE PART IN MORE THAN ONE SUCH EXERCISE

19. THEUS AND USSR IN CONDUCTING A MAJOR EXERCISE AS 
DEFINED IN PARAGRAPH 15 ABOVE, IN THE AREA OF REDUCTIONS (AND 
INCLUDING GROUND FORCE ELEMENTS) WOULD INVITE OBSERVERS TO THE 
GROUND PHASE OF EACH SUCH EXERCISE. THE INVITING PARTY WOULD 
DESIGNATE A REPRESENTATIVE TO HANDLE ARRANGEMENTS FOR SUCH 
OBSERVERS, AND WOULD INDICATE THE LANGUAGE OR LANGUAGES IN WHICH 
BRIEFINGS ON THE EXERCISE WOULD BE GIVEN. 

20. A PARTY INVITED TO OBSERVE A MAJOR EXERCISE, AS DEFINED 
SECRET 
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IN PARAGRAPH 15, WOULD BE ALLOWED TO SEND UP TO THREE OBSERVERS, 
TOGETHER WITH UP TO SIX SUPPORT PERSONNEL. THE NAMES OF SUCH

DATA, SHOULD BE FURNISHED NOT LATER THAN 20 DAYS BEFORE THE
